It took the R-34 about three min- 
utes to rise to the height at which 
she began cruising. At 11:59 she 
was about 500 feet up, barely dis- 
cernible and with no lights visible.

BLOCKADE OF GERMANY 
WILL SOON BE BIFTED 


As Allies Promised to 
Lift It When Treaty 
Was Ratified—Commer- 
cial Relations: Will 
Shortly Be Resumed 
With Germany. 


Weimar (Via Coblenz), July 9.— 
(By The Assgciatéd Press.) —The 
resolution ratifying the peace 
treaty was adopted by the German 
national assembly today by @ vote 
of 208 to 115. 

Ninety-nine | Seputies 8 
from voting ont “résolution in 
the national assembly to ratify the 
peace treaty. 

The text of the ratification reso- 
lution as introduced in the national 
assembly consisted of two clauses, 
reading as follows: 

“The peace treaty between 
Germany and the allied and as- 
sociated powers signed on 
June 28, 1919, and the protocol 
belonging thereto as well as 
the agreement relative to the 
occupation of the Rhineland, 
Signed the same day, are 
agreed to. 

“This law comes into force 
on the day of-its promulgation.” 
Most of the ministers were pres- 
ent at the meeting of the national 
assembly and there was a full at- 
tendance of the deputies. 

Path of Woe, Says Mueller. 

Dr. Herrmann Mueller, foreign 
minister, in introducing the gov- 
ernment bills, explained that the 
hastening of the ratification order 
would bring about the lifting of 
the blockade. } 

“We are, about to enter upon a 
forty years’ march through a des- 
ert,” he said. “I can find no other 


term for the path of suffering ful- 


fillment of the treaty prescribed 
for us.” 

Dr. Peter Spahn, leader of, the 
Catholic center party, said: 

“We agreed‘to the treaty under 
hard compulsion, to save ourselves 
from anarchy and to preserve the 
fatherland from internal ruin.” 

Herr Kreizig, socialist, Professor

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Washington, July 9. —- According to 
all reports emanating from the white 
house today, the president is about 
to meet in the fullest possible way 
the most hopeful expectations of his 
friends. He is going to adopt the 
conciliatory attitude toward con- 
gress which hitherto has been lack- 
ing in his administration. It was 
definitely announced ‘today that Mr. 
Wilson will place himself at the dis- 
position of the congress on all mat- 
ters relating to the treaty of peace 
and the league of nations. He will 
appear before the foreign rélations 
committee, if desired, to stand the 
fullest cross-examination. 

And, best of all, he will not leave 
Washington to tour the country in 
behalf of the league until congress 
shall have made up its mind whether 
he is wanted as a witness. In other 
words, the president is going to give 
the senate an opportunity to show 
its own attitude towards him and 
toward the treaty of peace before 
he takes his case directly to the 
people, 

Received With Mixed Feelings. 

Oddly enough, the decision of the 
president to place himself complete- 
ly at the disposal of the congress 
in general and the senate in par 
ticular was received with somewhat 
mixed feelings at the capitol. Th;

Rome, July 9—The chamber of 
labor, has proclaimed a general 
strike as from midnight Tuesday, | 
as a sign of protest against the po- 
lice and military measures adopted 
by the government to prevent 
further disorders. 

The entire police garrison is held 
in readiness and strong contingents 
of troops occupy the principal 
points in the city, the government 
buildings and the banks, while ar- 
mored cars and machine gun crews 
patrol the different quarters. The 
chamber of labor maintains that 
these meafures were adopted to 
prevent the lowering of the prices, 
as demanded by the people. 

During the morning, mobs attack- 
ed several shops because the shop 
keepers refused to sell at low prices; 
otherwise there were no serious 
complications. 

The strike was not quite general 
this morning, because officially 
The Popolo Romano published last 
night the decision of the chamber 
of labor to call a strike. The food 
shops were crammed with people 
today buying provisions in the fear 
of being caught with scanty sup- 
plies.

The government and 
people of the United States are to 
pay for all these honored attentions 
in the years to come. 

The president wanted a league of 
nations—it was given to him. Those

Burden on Taxpayers. 

“On the other hand, even if Ma- 
con did all that she promises to- 
wards the erection of a new capi-:

Allies to Lift Blockade. 

Ratification of the peace treaty 
by the German national assembly 
removes all doubt of the acceptance 
of the terms by Germany. 

The national assembly, by ratify- 
ing the treaty, makes it possible 
for the allied and associated powers 
to raise the blockade. Official not- 
ification was sent Germany June 29 
that the blockade would be raised 
when the treaty was ratified. Plac- 
ing this condition on the raising of 
the blockade was looked upon in 
peace conference circles as a sure 
plan for securing speedy ratifica- 
tion by Germany. 

The council of five on Monday 
decided to lift the commercial cen- 
sorship on communicationg with 
Germany simultaneous with the re- 
moval of the blockade. 

When three of the principal al- 
lied powers, in addition to Ger-' 
many, have ratified the treaty it 
becomes effective for those who 
have ratified it. After Germany 
and the three allied powers ha ve 
ratified it, the treaty will come 
into force for each other power on 
the day when it notifies the peace 
‘conference secretariat of its ratifi- 
cation, it.

TO COUSIN GEORGE 
FOR THE EX-KAISER 


Berlin, July 9.—(By the Associated 
Pres.—Prince Henry of Prussia, 
brother of the former German em- 
peror, has now come to the aid of 
the dethroned war loard, and adds 
his plea to that of the others for 


abandonment by the allies of their 
project to bring the former kaiser to 


trial for his crimes against man- 


kind. — 

Prince Henry, in a telegram to 
King George, begging him to desist 
in the effort to extradijate the former 
monarch, pledges himself to assist 
the king in bringing to light “the 
truth regarding the war and its 
consequences.” 

In his message Prince Henry says 
that after his conversations with 
King George in July, 1914, he re- 
turned to Berlin and was with the 
then emperor until mobilization be- 
gan. The tele¢ram continues: 

“I can testify that the kaiser and 


his counsellors endeavored by every 


means to avert the war’ and dis- 
aster to mankind. I am ready to

When defense 
opens tomorrow, evidence will be 
intfoduced:to refute. the charge of 
conspiracy made by the state, and 
upon which the state rests its cage, 
and to show that the first shot in 
the shooting scrape was fired by 
Lamar. The defense has summoned 
sixty-six witnesses, but it is jot 
expected that all of them will be 
used. 

The state has used less than 
twenty of the fifty-five witnesses 
summoned. The ruling of the court 
this morning excluded the testimony 
of six or eight witnesses, who were 
to have testified as to the shooting 
of Kimbrall. 

The solicitor general expected to 
prove by these witnesses, he said, 
that Kimbrall ran out of the store 
in an effort to escape when the 
first shot was fired, and was fol- 
lowed by the detectives, one of 
whom fired a shot at him.

Washington, July 9¥-—The war 
cost the United States 330,177,000. 
000 up to June 30, 1918. 

Secretary Glass made this esti- 
mate today in submitting to the 
congressional appropriations com- 
mittees the preliminary statements 
of the treasury on the condition ot 
the nation’s finances. He arrived 
at the estimate by subtracting the 
average peace-time expenses tor the 
same length of time, at the rate of 
$1,000,000,000 annually, from the 
total expenditures $32,427,000,000 
during the war. 

Taxes and other revenues other 
than Forrowed money took care of 
$9,384,000,000 or about 29 per cent 
of the war cost. The remainder 
came from Liberty bond and Victory 
note issués and savings stamps. 

Further Issues of Bonds. 

Further issues of bonds, Mr. Glass 
said, will not be necessary “before 
the maturity or redemption of. the 
Victory notes,“ which have four 
years to run. While it is impossi- 
ble to estimate the expenses to be 
incurred during the present fisca! 


year, the secretary is confident that 
treasury certificates, supplemented 


by short-term notes will provide the 
necessary funds to pay the govern- 
ment’s debts. 

“I need scarcely say,” the secre- 


tary added, that the realization of 
tHese sanguine expectations is con- 


| tingent upon tle practice of the 
most rigid economy by the govern- 


ment and the continuance of ample 
revenues from taxation. Such a 
course, accompanied by the practice 
of sober economy and wise invest- 
ment by our people and strict avoid- 
ance of waste and speculation, will 
make it possible ror the Ameri-an 
people to respond to the demands to 
be made upon them privately for. 
capital and credit by the natiogs of 
Europe—demands whith are rein- 
forced by the strongest and most 
vital ties of sympathy for the al- 
lies, who fought and won the war 
with us—as well as by the most «b- 
vious dictates of self-interest.”

In calculating the war cost, Sec- 
retary Glass made no deduction of

ments, such as ships, stock of the 
War finance corporation, voncs of 


the federal land banks, ete. The 


gross public debt June 30, without 
s | deducting such investments, was 
7. | $25,484,000,000, a net increase for 
the war period of 


$23,043,190,346, 
representing the excess of disburse- 
ments over receipts. 

Recent disbursements have been 
on a steadily descunding scale. Ex- 
penditures in the fiscal year just 
ended amounted to §$18,514,000,000, 
virtually the estimate made by 
treasury experts last November 
when the cessation of hostilities 
necessitated sudden revision of the 
government’s plans. In June the 
expenditures were $809,000,000, the 
smallest amount in any month since 
September, 1917. 

The floating debt June 30 was 
$3,634,000,000 in the form of treas- 
ury certificates of which more than 
$608,000,000 matured or were re- 
deemed July 1, leaving slightly 
more than. $3,000,000,000 outstand- 
ing, which is roughly the amount 
of the deferred installments of the 
income and profits taxes for the 
fiscal year 1919, but coming due 
this year, and of the deferred in- 
stallments of the victory loan sub- 
scriptions.

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HEALTH TALKS

SUN BURN. 
Exposure of the body to the air 
is a healthful, 


exercise a few minutes undressed 
night and morning. Going bare- 
foot, barearm, barehead, is a whole- 
some habit for young and old. If 


you dare not take a complete air 
bath, then bathe as far as possible 
and whenever possible. 


The skin inflammation produced 
by exposure to the sun is not mere- 
ty from the heat of the sun, but 
largely from the cold light rays. 
Exposure to the rays of the Finsen 
lamp (which is used in the treat- 
ment of lupus and other skin and 
mucous membrane lesions) will 
cause redness and _ inflammation, 


Yalthough the heat rays are sereen- 
ed out and only light rays reach 


the skin. Enthusiastic young peo- 


ple going on vacation will do well 


to remember, therefore, that the 
dose of sunlight the uncovered skin 
will endure cannot be gauged by 
the degree of heat felt. As a gen- 
eral rule, the skin unaccustomed to 
exposure will stand not over five 
minutes of direct sunlight three 
times a day at first, and the dura- 
tion of exposure may be increased 
five minutes daily. This care pre- 
vents sunburn. 

Exposure to direct sunlight is a 
powerful means of stimulating 
metabolism, the life processes in 


general. It is beyond questron the 
most powerful remedy known to 


cause an increase in the red cor- 
puscles. It will cheer up the de- 
pressed and melancholic as no 


amount of psychology can. It brings 
sleep to the victim of insomnia. In 
short, sunlight is a blessed remedy, 
if you do not take an overdose. It 
is a powerful remedy and must be 
used with caution, 

Do not uncover the head in direct 
sunlight until you have grown. ac- 
of exposure, 
which takes weeks of time. 

The application of cold creams, 
powders or paint to the exposed 
skin will protect against severe sun- 
burn. But such protection against 
sunlight also protects against 
remedial effects: 

Mild sunburn requires only the 
application of freshly made cold 
cream, sterile vaseline, or zinc 
oxide ointment, from a collapsible 
tube for cleanliness and conven- 
ience. If these are not at hand, the 
skin may be freely powdered with 
talcum or zinc stearate or corn- 
starch powder. 

Sunburn severe enough to raise 
blisters requires the same treatment 
as ordinary burns of the same (sec- 
ond) degree: Do not puncture or 
break the blisters unless the watery 
fluid changes to pus (matter), and 
then puncture with a sterile needle 
at the lower edge only. Never apply 
cotton directly to the surface, but 
rather cover the burn with some 
sterile gauze or muslin or linen and 
over the place a thick padding 
soft cotton, then bandage lightl 
hold in place. The gauze or If 


vaseline to prevent -sticking. 
handkerchief or other cloth freshly 
washed and ironed is practically 
sterile if not carelessly handled 
with the fingers.

He spoke of the radical elements 
among both the white and colored 
races which he said were not amen- 
able to reason, but pointed out a 
middle ground upon which the in- 
telligent and cool-headed members 
of both races could meet for a solu- 
tion of the problems that face this 
country. ete : 

Rev. M. Ashby Jones, who presid- 
ed at the meeting in the absence 
of Captain J. W. English, spoke elo- 


ern people owe to the negro, and he 
urged also that the white people 
seek the common ground between 
the radical elements of the races 
and bring about a better feeling be- 
tween them than now exists. 
Cannot Settle Question. 
The idea of ever settling the race 
question, declared Dr. Jones, is ab- 
surd. Fou might as well attempt 


in human experience.” It cannot be 
done, he declared, but the white peo- 
ple of the south, ‘with the proper 
show of interest and sympathy in 
the colored people, he declared, can 
find the middle ground upon which 
the higher class colored people will 
meet them, and where an adjust- 
ment can be accomplished that will 
ward off impending acute diff: -ences 
between the races. He urged the 
finishing of the Y. M. C. A. building 
for the colored people. 

State School Commissioner M. L. 
Brittain followed Governor Dorsey, 
and he told the business men of 
Georgia’s deficiencies in educational 
facilities for the colored race. He 
also urged that the Atlanta people 
finish the Y. M. C. A. building for 
the colored people in order to show 
hot only that Atlanta is interested 
in the negro, but that the city. might 
benefit through the improved condl- 
tions surrounding the colored 
youth of the city. ; 

Introducing J. M. Orr, who he 
declared had done many unselfish 
things for Atlanta, Dr. Jones said 
Mr. Orr would lay the purpose of 
the meeting before those present. 

Orr Leads Subscriptions. 

Mr. Orr told the story of the 
struggies that have been made by 
the colored people for the com- 
pletion of the T. M. C. A. building, 
and declared that in order to meet 
the conditions of a gift from Julias 
Rosenwald, of Chicago, the negroes 
had raised $37,500, after which the 
whfte people came to their rescue. 
There is about $95,000 of Atlanta 
money in the building now, said 
Mr, Orr, but it will take $40,000 to 
complete it. “I want every man here 
this afternoon who feels that the 
colored youth of the city should 
have this fine building and who wish 
to show -that Atlanta is interested 
in the progress and welfare of that 
race, to subscribe freely. 

The subscriptions were then asked 
for, and within a period of 15 min- 
utes, more than half of the amount 
necessary to complete the building 
had been subscribed,

cated at the meeting Wednesday.

10 cents a gallon, on account of the 
fact that feed has gone up $10 a 
ton. | 

It was said after the meeting 
that this movement need not af- 
fect the consumer, since the price, 
if raised, would be only 5 cents 
more per gallon than it was last 
winter when foodstuffs were not so 
high as they are now. According 
to Dr. Peter Bahnsen, state veterin- 
arian, — — handles reports of the 
milk dealers and producers, the av- 
erage price paid the producers now 
is 40 cents a gallon, while they feel 
they must demand 50 cents. 

When the agitation over the cost 
ot milk in Atlanta was started 
some months ago, milk brought 45 
cents wholesale, but since has gone 
down on account of summer pas- 
turage. There was no correspond- 
ing lowering of the retail price, 
however. 

Advance Necessary. 

The producers say that the recent 
advance in cotton seed meal, $10 a 
ton, makes it necessary for them to 
receive more. At 50 cents a gallon 
there would still be a profit of 50 
cents between the wholesaler and 
consumer for those who are selling 
milk at 25 cents a quart, and much 
more for the dispensers at the 
founts, who sell it at 10 cents a 


glass. 

In addition to endorsing unani- 
mously a 10-cent increase to be- 
come effective August 1, the asso- 
ciation went on record as favoring 
the bill which is to be introduced 
by Representative John H. Sibley.

There are over 2,000 surgical and medical patients 
in the various wards which require the night-and-day attention of the 
entire corps of trained nurses and nurses’ aids, and reconstruction 
nurses, who are now a part of the efficient hospital force. 

The Red Cross has offered its services at all times to the govern- 
ment hospitals, and the Red Cross forces extend into every community 
where there are good women ready at any time to serve their country. 

Though the peace treaty is signed, and the world prays that the 
war is over, the results still exist in the pitiful cases of the men and 
boys who were victims of war, who fought. day and night in the 
trenches, and who contracted poisons and diseases which will keep them 
helpless in the army and navy hospitals for many days to come, as well 
as the men wounded in battle. 

To neglect them is to fail in doing the war job, which women are 
expected in all countries to do.

The oid “barrel hoop” outcurve, 
which is the curve of the profes- 
sion, has as many variations as 
there are pitchers. Few men pitch 
alike. Yet, when propatey mixed 
with other forms of delivery, it is 
the most effective of all balls, 

Remember, in pitching, that no 
one style of delivery WII stoß an 
opposing team. Ming up“ differ- 
ent styles and keeping batters 
guessing is the real secret of suc- 
cessful pitching. Only three pitch- 
ers I ever have known~—Ed alsh, 
Tom Toad Ramsey and George 
Mullins-~-could allow ‘batters to 
know what kind of ball they were 
pitching and then succeed. 

‘Ramsey was a left-handed.curve- 
ball pitcher with a curve that shot 
almost at right angles’. Walsh was 
a gspitball pitcher, whose “spitter” 
broke in much the same way. Mul. 
lin was a pure curve-ball artist, 
with a short arm, a quick, powerful 
drive of the arm and his curve 
flashed downward so as to be al- 
mest unhittable. On one occasion, 
after a world’s series, he pitched a 
game of ball using only curves and 
beat the Chicago Cubs, who knew 
what he was pitching. 

The curve is 2 with the ban 
gripped with the thumb under- 
neath the first two fingers on top, 
one pressed hard against the seam 
of the ball. The ball is thrown 
overhand or sidearm, slow or fast, 
but always. with the hands turned 
upside down so that the ball slides 
off the forefinger, the thumb being 
used only as a guide. The hand can 
be used in checking the force of 
tne 5 — to make the curve slow. In 
pitching fast curves the final jerk 
of the wrist is essential, but the 
pitcher should avoid snapping the 
Wrist as much as possible, as the 
jerk of the wrist affects the upper 
arm muscles, The best “hook” 
curves are thrown as straight 
overhand as the arm can be swung, 
with a wrist jerk at the end of the 
pitch. If properly timed with the 
swing of the arm, the jerk of the 
pt will not injure the pitching

TWO-DOLLAR MARK 


Scarcity of Supplies and 
Record Hog Values 
Caused Advance — Mar- 
ket Closed Nervous. 


Chicago, July 9.—Two dollars a 
bushel for corn, a price once re- 
garded fabulous, was surpassed to- 


day in the market here. Scarcity 
of available supplies, together with 
new top record quotations on hogs, 
had much to do with the advance. 
The market closed nervous at e 
decline to 3%c gain, with Septem- 
ber $1.95% to $1.95% and December 
$1.61% to $1.61%. Oats finished 1% 
to up. In provisions the out- 
come was unchanged to 35c down. 

Ordinary No. 2 yellow corn, of 
the usual contract grade, command- 
ed $2 for immediate delivery, and 
No. 2 white $2.02. July options 
reached as high as $1.99, an upturn 
of 6%c within twenty-four hours. 

At first, however, a majority of 
delers seemed to believe that ex- 
cellent crop conditione prevailing 
warranted a setback in values. 
But this view was quickly dispelled 
by an unusual lack of offerings and 
by general notice of the soaring of 
hog values, Throughout the rest 
of the day, July and September 
corn showed great strength even in 
the face of free realizing by Sep- 
tember longs.

May Be Fifth Largest

New York, July 9—Today’s most important news development 


came in the last hour from Washington, in the form of a government’s 


monthly crop report, the first of the year to be issued for corn. 


A 


crop of 2,815,000,000 bushels was indicated for corn, against last year’s 
actual harvest of 2,582,441,000 bushels and 3,124,745,000, the high record 
established in 1912. The 1919 corn crop promises to be the fifth largest 


on record. 


For winter wheat the crop promises to be 839,000,000 bushels 


against 893,000,000 bushels a month ago and 558,449,000, the actual 


harvest for 1918. The condition of spring wheat promises 322,000,000 


bushels against 343,000,000 a month ago. 


Compared with a month ago 


there is a loss of 75,000,000 bshels in the wheat crop as a whole. How- 
ever, there is still a promise of 1,161,000,000 bushels compared with the 
previous high record of 1,025,801,000 bushels for 1915. 

Last night’s closing price of 17 per cent for call money was ignored 
today stock marketwise, prices opening this morning at advances of 
from 1 to 7% points, the gain last named being for Chandler motors.

Some of the army food was sold 
in Europe, Colonel Davis said, but 
it was only part of the A. E. F. 
surplus. Herbert Hoover bought this 
for food relief work, but Colonel 
Davis substantiated the statements 
made by Mr. Hare yesterday that 
Mr. Hoover had bought none of the 
excess in this country.

Cities to Purchase.

Balti- 
more and several other cities, it is 
stated, have purchased large 
amounts of assorted canned goods 
for sale at city markets at precise- 
ly the same prices as charged the 
cities by the government. 

The District of Columbia commis- 
sioners in Washington have made 
arrangement with the government 
to bring a large amount of the sup- 
Plies from Baltimore for distribu- 
tion in municipal markets here. 
These goods are to be handled upon 
consignment by the district. govern- 
ment, with the understanding the 
federal government is to be reim- 
bursed for 80 per cent of their orig- 
inal cost. Secretary Baker recently 
stated that other cities could make 
this arrangement with the war de- 
partment’s sales force, but that 
specific arrangements must be made

Harry Wheeler was sheriff of 
Cochise county at the time the de- 
portations took place.

‘tain in the United States army, he 


sent a cablegram to Bisbee accept- 
ing sole responsibility for the de- 
portations, which he déclared were 
made to rid the community of mem- 
bers of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, who, he alleged, were 
interfering with the government's 
war program by hampering the cop- 
per output. 
Cause of Deportations. 

The deportations grew out of the 
strike of copper miners called in 
the Warren copper mining district 
on June 26, 1917. The strike was 
called by the Industrial Workers of 
the World, and was not sanctioned 
by the International Union of Mine, 
Mill and Smeltermen. The demands 
of the strikers included increased 
pay, six dollars a day pay for un- 
derground work and five dollars and 
a half for surface workers, a six- 
hour-day and improved working 
conditions. 

The strike continued in force un- 
til July 12, when the deportations 
took place. Armed with revolvers, 
the deputies that Sheriff Wheeler 
had sworn in as officers of the law 
seized all persons who could not 
give a satisfactory account of them- 
selves and who would not promise 
to return to work in the mines and 
marched them to the Bisbee base- 
ball park, where they were confined 
in a stockade. until the round-up 
was completed at noon. 

During the deportations two per- 
sons were killed, a memper of a 
committee of citizens being shot in 
attempting to compel the deporta- 
ti of one workman and the work- 
man in turn being killed by the 
committee, 

When the round-up had been com- 
pleted the prisoners were loaded 
into cattle cars and freight cars and 
taken first to Columbus, New Mexi- 
co, and later the train was hauled 
back to the desert station of Her- 
manas, @ dozen miles west of Co- 
lumbus. During the trip the de- 
ported men alleged they were given 
no food. Armed guards rode on top 
of the cars, their rifles across their 
knees. 

Removed to Army Camp. 
At Hermanas, the United States 
army took on ay of the deported 
men and removed them in a body to 
the military camp at Columbus, 
where they were cared for until in 
the fall, when the refugee cam 
was closed and the men dispersed. 
Many of the men, their leaders as- 
serted, were not members of the 
Industrial Workers of the World 
and a government investigation 
committee held this assertion to be 


true. 
Following the deportation, special 
uards were placed on all roads 
eading into the Warren district and 
trains were searched to prevent tho 
Possible return of persons whose 
presence was not desired. As a re- 
sult, civil suits aggregating $6,150.- 
000 were filed in state courts by 
persons who had been 80 treated. 
While the deportation was in 
progress, a censorship was estab- 
lished. For several hours, it was 
supposed the censdrship was insti- 
tuted by the United States military 
authorities, but it developed that the 
order for the censorship had been 
iven by one of the defendants in- 
dicted by the United States grand

FOR ch ALIEN 


Washington, July 9.—Signing the 
peace treaty with Germany has re- 
sulted in a decision by the depart- 
ment of justice that the great ma- 


jority of German and Austrian enemy 
aliens now at large on parole may 
safely be released from all parole 
obligations. 

Attorney General Palmer, hew- 
ever, has not changed his policy, 
announced at the time of the con- 
viction of Eugene V. Debs, with re- 
spect to citizens convicted under 
the espionage law and dangerous 
still in confinement. Mr. 
Palmer said today the department 
was continuing to review cases of 
persons convicted under the espion- 
age act and that recommendations 
for clemency in a number of them 
would be presented soon to Presi- 
dent Wilsoin. However, these do 
not include the cases of Debs or 
others of “similar importance.” 

Mr. Palmer today issued these in- 
structions to district attorneys: 

“You are hereby instructed to take 
the necessary steps to cancel, effec- 
tive July 20, all parole restrictions 
governing persons in your district, 
with the following exceptions: 

1. The paroles of all persons re- 
leased on parole subsequent to July 
15 are not to be cancelled but are’ 
to continue in full force and effect 
until further notice. 

“2. Paroles of all allen eenmies, if 
any, in your district, whom you be- 
lieve cannot be released from parole 
without detriment to the puhlic 
safety. 

“3. Paroles of alien enemies tem- 
porarily paroled from imternment 
camps on account of sickness, for 
the purpose of repatriation or for 
other special reason, irrespective of 
the date of release. 

“After July 15 the department's 
representatives at the interment 
camps will be instructed to release 
unconditionally alien enemies who 
do not require special surveillance. 

“All alien enemies, including those 
now to be released from parole, will 
continue subject to internment un- 
der sub-division 12 of the proclama- 
tion of April 6 and those provisions 
of the succeeding proclamations pro- 
viding for internment of dangerous 
alien enemies.“ 

It was said the parole instructions 
would affect most of the aliens in- 
terned during the war, but no esti- 
mate of the number of those released 
was available.

After reciting the returns to the 
empire from taxation, measures 
prior to and during the war and 
estimating the revenue to be de- 
rived from new tax bills, Herr Erz- 
berger said: “There still remains 
a sum of over ten billion marks to 
be covered.

A floating debt of 72,000,000,000 
marks is a constant danger and the 
removal of this debt is one of our 
most urgent tasks. There are two 
ways in which to do it—either its 
conversion into a funded loan or 
its extinction by big levies and a 
heavy property tax. I do not in- 
dulge the hope that these two ways 
will immediately yield the entire 
liquid amount of 72,000,600,000 
marks. It is the duty of propertied 
people, not only to bow to a state 
of compulsion, but to achieve an 
inward conviction as to the neces- 
sity.of giving up all riches and all 
that is superfluous. 

“Changes in the system of taxa- 
tion will be speedily submitted to 
the national assembly and this re- 
form will represent the completion 
of the whole work.” 

Herr Erzberger concluded by ask- 
ing that taxation bills be disposed 
of before a recess is taken, adding: 
“The war takes our riches, The 
world. has denied us international 
justice. All the more passionately 
and energetically, however, will we 
work for the homeland again, and, 
flourishing in justice, concentrate 
our care and endeavor upon the poor 
but just Germans.” 


COVENANT OF LEAGUE

the league of nations covenant from 
the peace treaty would have meant 
abandonment of the most valuable 
fruits of victory, Senator Robinson, 
of Arkansas, declared at a meet- 
ing tonight of the Washnigton All 
States society.

Chicago, July 9.—One hundred 
special deputy sheriffs tonight 
‘were patroNing the vicinity of the 
Corn Products Refining company's 
plant at Argo, a suburb, where last 
night two men were killed and 
atout fifty others wounded or in- 
jured in fignts between armed 
guards and strike sympathizers. One 
of the wounded men was reported 
in a dying condition tonight. Today 
passed with comparative quiet, but 
was marked by contradictory state- 
ments from officials and union men. 

' Possibility of further serious 
trouble was guarded against by 
both sides. Protection of the plant 
was increased, and Joseph Banas, 
president of the local union, an- 
nounced no more demonstrations by 
union men would be encountered. 

The only incident e 
violence reported today occurre 
when a number of strikers chased 
Edward Reeves, mayor of Argo and 
superintendent of the company’s 
machine shops. They accused him 
of attempting to gtop their credit 
with local merchants. 

The plant has been closed down 
temporarily and it is said no at- 
tempt will be made to resume op- 
erations for several days. 

About 2,000 workmen are on a 
strike to enforce their demand for 
a closed shop. 

The trouble arose over a demon- 
stration against a visiting nurse 
wao was leaving the plant. Guards 
ran to her rescue and shots were 
fired. Later another similar out- 
break occurred. 

Sayre, superintendent of the 
plant, said that the factory would 
not be run as a closed shop:“ that 
operations would be continued with 
the force remaining, and others 
would be employed as they applied. 

A telegram received at union 
headquarters stated that the com- 
pany’s employee at Pekin and 
Granite City, III., and Edgewater, 
N. J., are on a strike, amd the plants 
closed. 


Peoria, III., July 9.—A majority of 
the 1,200 employees of the Corn 
Products Refining company plant at 
Pekin went on strike today when 
the time limit given the officials to 
accede to their demand for a closed 
shop” expired. 

The plant opened for operation 
this morning and a part of the day 
shift appeared for work. More than 
a hundred strikers sdon afterwards 
gathered in front of the plant and 
held a demonstration in protest. 
There was some jeering, but no 
violence. 

Officials declared they anticipate 
no trouble. but they have taken pre- 
cautionary measures for the safe- 
guarding of men who did not join 
in the strike. 


MOTOR STEAMER LOST;
